about $9,000 to keep this ac¬ 
count in balance. I don’t 
know how we will manage 
to maintain our present 
level of library service next 
year. Our general fund tax 
rate can generate a maxi¬ 
mum of only $255,000. (Our 
police .department budget 
alone is currently $240,000 
per year). Our volunteer fire 
department operates on a 
budget of $40,0(X) per year. 
A professional fire depart¬ 
ment would cost us an ad¬ 
ditional $200,000 per year 
which would amount to 
about 80c for $100 assessed 
valuation that we are 
spared' in taxes. 

What all this means is 
that we cannot go on with a 
$25,000,000 tax base, a con¬ 
tinuing infliitionary spiral 
and continue to provide the 
present level of services. 
There is no way to reduce 
our services as we are pro¬ 
viding only essential ones 
now. We must remain com¬ 
petitive with sunoundi.ng 
communities it wo are to 
survive as a city. 

Our many years of watch¬ 
ing the rest of the world go 
by while wo tried to stay 
unchanged must come to a 
halt. I do ,not know how 
much our tax ba.se must in¬ 
crease in order to provide 
some vrey Important i.nfor- 
mation in this area. When 
Wo develop our general plan 
it must show recognition of 
this problem and' on the 
shoulders of yo.ur City Coun¬ 
cil re.sts the responsibility of 
implementing the plan. 

Without indulging inspe- 
eulations on d' e t a il s of 
elianges before us we can 
recognize that the incTca.sed 
tax base can come only 
from thre areas: 1) addi¬ 
tional sales tax revenue 
from increased retail sales; 

2) increased property ami 
sales taxes from indu.sfrial 
Or commercial output; and 

3) incren.sed' property values 
through more intensive de¬ 
velopment of residen t i a 1 
areas. The last named op¬ 
tion would .seem to be the 
key to our problem if we 
intend to retain anythi.ng re¬ 
sembling the city’s present 
character. 'The formulation 
of these changes is in large 
part in the hands of ihe 
general plan .study commit¬ 
tees. Once incorporated in 
the general plan the City 
Council must accept its re¬ 
sponsibility as tlie only 
agency that can implement 
the desired changes.
